the motive chiefly impelling him to stake 
everything on this desperate throw. That 
the last days were hectic ones for Britain's 
representative at the Nazi capital is evid- 
ent, because while all other Germans were 
courteous Von Ribbentrop was in an ugly 
mood, and it was with him the unsuccess- 
ful negotiations had to be carried on. 

On one important point Sir Neville is 
emphatic. It was Hitler, and no one else, 
who decided to invade Poland at the 
known cost of bringing on war with Bri- 
tain and France. Even Goering ‘would 
have preferred a peaceful solution” of 
the Danzig-corridor question; but as Goer- 
ing put the matter, “It is the Fuehrer 
alone who decides.” 

As to why the Fuehrer decided for 
war; while a peaceful settlement would 
have added to the Hitler prestige it would 
have meant a continuance of the crisis- 
to-crisis program, and his own people were 
beginning to tire of these repeated crises. 
The masses were wondering whether more 
butter and fewer guns would not be desir- 
able, financial and economic conditions 
threatened a breakdown, the ardent Nazis 
demanded action. There had to be an ex- 
plosion, outside the country or inside. Hit- 
ler chose war rather than risk an internal 
blow-up. 

Back of this lies the question of whe- 
ther the Nazi organization has got out of 
hand and now forces the Fuehrer along 
paths he did not originally intend to tread, 
or “whether it was his own megalomania 
which drove it beyond the limits which 
civilization was prepared to tolerate’. On 
this point Sir Neville is not dogmatic. 
Whether Hitler “wags’ the organization 
or the organization “wags” him, the re- 
sult is the same—war by his personal de- 
cision and express order. 

Herr Hitler, in the opinion of this well 
qualified observer, “is a mixture of long- 
headed calculation and violent and arro- 
gant impulse provoked by resentment”. 
A plotter hampered and swayed by emo- 
tion, or a neurotic with a streak of cun- 


ning in his make-up. Either definition 
places him among the abnormals, a born 


trickster, and a menace according to the 
power for evil given into his hands. 
The maxim of this unbalanced master 


of Germany, as stated by himself to a 
foreign statesman, is this; “If you wish 
to obtain your objectives by force, you 


must be strong; if you wish to obtain them 
by negotiation, you must be stronger

Almost everything is different at the out- 
break of war in 1939 from the situation which 
held in 1914. Last time the streets were thronged 
with cheering crowds who became hysterical as 
they thought of the task before them, the size 
of which they did not grasp. 


Today, with quietness and unshakable resolu- 
tion, thase citizens who have not yet been called 
to National Service go about their daily business 
knowing what is before them and determined to 
hang on for years if need be and see the job 
through. 

In 1914 officers were to be seen in the West 
End of London with a devil-may-care attitude. 
Today with serious faces they make their way to 
their posts of duty. In that hot August of 1914 
the night-life of the cities quickened its music, 
and the streets were thronged with people. 

Today the cities are darkened and the cur- 
tains of the cafes are drawn and closed. 

Last time each man told his neighbor that 
war could not last more than a month or two, 
and these who predicted it might endure for 
a year were ridiculed as madmen. 

Today nobody attempts to put a period on 
the duration of the struggle. Prophets who say 
the conflict will end in a year are regarded as 
optimistic. 

Above all, there is this difference between 
the war against Germany in 1914 and the one 
in 1939.
